INSPIRING tales of fundraising 
have already begun across the 
county as the £2m appeal for Ox¬ 
ford Children’s Hospital’s gets un¬ 
der way. 

In September, Alan Moulder was diag¬ 
nosed with Burkitt’s Lymphoma, a can¬ 
cer which affects the immune system. 

The four-year-old returned to Close 
Day Nursery in Banbury this week for 
the first time since his diagnosis and 
was a ‘little nervous’ about his first day 
back. 

But he arrived to find his friends, 
their families and staff at the nursery 
had raised nearly £4,000 for Oxford 
Children’s Hospital. 

His mum Angela said: “It was Alan’s 
first time back in nursery since his 
treatment started - he was a little nerv¬ 
ous at first but he seems really happy 
now and it’s lovely to see him playing 
again. 

“The whole experience has been a real 
eye opener for us and we have been as¬ 
tounded by everything the hospital and 
our local community has done for us 
since he was diagnosed with cancer. 

“We can never pay it all back, but from 
now on we will always try. 

“We have a team for the OX5 Run and 
will continue raising as much as we can 
to help other families.” 

The 41-year-old’s attitude towards fun¬ 
draising is shared by many parents who 
have used the hospital - the care their 
children receives sparks in them an un¬ 
relenting ambition to give something 
back. 

This initiative quickly spread to 
Alan’s nursery, which held a sponsored 
keep fit and fancy dress week to raise 
funds for Kamran’s Ward, where he was 
staying. 

The Banbury branch of DHL then

matched a parent’s sponsorship, the 
nursery owners chipped in £500 and the 
grand total reached £3,700. 

Nursery manager Lorraine Wether- 
ill said: “We have known Alan since 
he was a baby as his older brother at¬ 
tended before and Alan has been with 
us since he was two. We were all very 
upset to hear about his condition and 
prognosis. 

“We wanted to do something to show 
our support for him and his family 
as his parents spoke so highly of the 
treatment he received and the warmth 
of the staff on Kamran’s Ward.” 

Sarah Vaccari, from the hospital 
charity, said: “This is such an impres¬ 
sive sum to raise and we are incred¬ 
ibly grateful to all the staff and fami¬ 
lies at the Close Day Nursery School 
for putting so much effort into their 


fundraising. When your child is very 
poorly friends and family often don’t 
know how they can help - but this won¬ 
derful community-spirited support re¬ 
ally shows how much everyone cares 
about Alan and his family”

THE death of a 55-year-old man 
found at his friend's home in 
Banbury was an accident, a coroner 
has ruled. 

Oxfordshire Coroner's Court 
heard that Mark Silver, of St 
Leonard's Close, Banbury, was 
found dead at the bottom of the 
stairs at a friend's home in nearby 
Causeway on May 26. 

Police initially launched a murder 
investigation and questioned a 
63-year-old man, but the case was 
dropped and the incident ruled as 
having no suspicious circumstances 
the next day. 

Oxfordshire coroner Darren Salter 
said: "It was an accidental death 
and fall and there is no evidence of 
anything suspicious despite initial 
concerns because of the scene." 

The court heard a friend found Mr 
Silver at the bottom of the stairs 
and went to a local bus station to 
ask for help. He then returned to sit 
outside the house to wait for the 
emergency services. A neighbour 
found him and was told Mr Silver 
was inside the house injured. 

Mr Salter added that Mr Silver 
had a history of falls and alcohol 
dependency and was more than 
three times the legal drink-drive 
limit at the time of his death. 

In a statement, his niece 
Stephanie Silver said: "He was a 
living rough in Banbury a while ago 
but got set up in a bedsit then his 
bungalow. He had two sons who 
live down south but they would 
talk every Sunday. He was a happy 
man and would help anyone." 

Mr Silver died of multiple injuries 
including a head trauma as a result 
of an accidental fall. 


OCCG says changes will 
boost day services locally 
and add a diagnostic unit 


THE full extent of plans to radi¬ 
cally alter the landscape of the 
NHS in North Oxfordshire was 
revealed last week. 

Oxfordshire Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group unveiled a series of pro¬ 
posals that make up phase one of its 
“Big Consultation”. 

They include closure of 200 acute 
beds in the county’s hospitals, the 
centralisation of stroke and critical 
care and a shake-up of services at 
Horton General Hospital, with a per¬ 
manent downgrade of the maternity 
unit on the cards and its special care 
baby unit to be moved to Oxford. 

David Smith, chief executive of 
OCCG, said: “In the first phase, the 
key driver is clinical safety. The 
NHS does have to make savings, and 
some will come through being more 
efficient, but it’s also about how we 
provide services in different ways.” 

Plans put forward by OCCG con¬ 
stitute the local arm of a broader 
“sustainability and transformation 
plan” being developed for Bucking¬ 
hamshire, Oxfordshire and Berk¬ 
shire West for NHS England to 


streamline the health service and 
avoid an overall deficit of £587m by 
2020. 

Phase one focuses on the long-term 
future of the Horton and services in 
North Oxfordshire as well as a par¬ 
ing-back of acute beds. 

OCCG says changes at the Horton 
will make it “fit for the 21st cen¬ 
tury”, increasing the number of 
outpatient appointments by 60,000 a 
year and creating a new diagnostic 
unit with MRI and CT scanners and 
ultrasound equipment. 

The hospital could also provide 
more chemotherapy, renal dialysis 
and day case surgery to halt the need 


for so many people to travel from 
Banbury to Oxford’s hospitals. 

Mr Smith said: “There are people 
living in North Oxfordshire who 
travel to Oxford for routine ap¬ 
pointments. These services could be 
provided much more locally, at the 
Horton. Given concern about travel 
times and parking at the JR (John 
Radcliffe Hospital) it would relieve 
substantial pressure.” 

At the same time, however, long- 
fought-for maternity services at the 
Horton are set to be downgraded. 

The only two proposals put for¬ 
ward by the CCG include retaining 
the current midwife-led unit (MLU) 


and moving the special care baby 
unit to Oxford. 

The hospital is set to retain its six- 
bed critical care unit (CCU), which 
last year cared for 488 patients, but 
40 of the most serious cases a year 
could be moved to the JR. 

People who suffer an acute stroke 
will also have to travel to Oxford. 

Keith Strangwood, chair of the 
Keep the Horton General campaign, 
said: “We need to boost outpatient 
appointments but it can’t be at the 
cost of consultant services. 

“If we lose maternity, it will be the 
domino that takes away anaesthesia 
as the Horton will lose training ac¬ 
creditation, and then A&E goes. 

“‘Patient safety’ is nonsense. 
Someone’s life shouldn’t be dictated 
by a 24-mile car journey to the JR. It 
is downgrading and this isn’t a con¬ 
sultation, it’s a sham.” 

Banbury MP Victoria Prentis said 
she was “extremely disappointed” 
the consultation had been split and 
was “genuinely worried” people 
would not understand its content: 
“It is almost impossible for people to 
express their views on what is being 
proposed when we have no idea what 
will be proposed in phase two.”

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Mum of man who took own 
life in call for more support

and dad-of-three had been 
dealing with spiralling debts

THE parents of an aspiring 
video games writer and popular 
YouTube personality who took 
his own life have said more sup¬ 
port is needed for young men 
who are depressed. 

Adam Standing, 38, was found 
hanged in a wooded area near his 
home in Upper Tadmarton, Ban¬ 
bury, on September 30 last year. 

The father-of-three and YouTube 
personality had kept financial is¬ 
sues from his family and may have 
struggled with depression. 

Last week at Oxford Coroner’s 
Court, assistant coroner Nicholas 
Graham recorded a verdict of sui¬ 
cide. 

Mother Alison Standing said: 
“We had a thanksgiving service for 
his life. We had people coming who 
hardly knew him. I don’t know if he 
fully realised how many people got 
enjoyment from his videos, or in¬ 
deed knowing him.” 

At the time of his death Mr Stand¬ 
ing was living with his partner of 
11 years, Carrie Waldron, and three 
sons. 

Three years ago he began trying 
to pursue his dream of becoming a 
freelance writer. 

In a statement read by the coro¬ 
ner, Ms Waldron described him as a 
“quiet person”, adding: “Ever since 
having children life had become 
stressful. 

“He went through a rough patch 
and I was finding it difficult to live 
with him. I remember him saying, 
T feel like walking out the door and 
not coming back’.” 


Mr Standing was also a ‘reactor’ on 
YouTube with 9,958 followers, post¬ 
ing videos of his reactions to TV pro¬ 
grammes such as Game of Thrones 
and The Walking Dead, and video 
games. 

On the night of Sunday, September 
25, Ms Waldron recalled drinking and 
laughing with Mr Standing over an 
episode of It’ll Be Alright on the Night. 

But the next morning he had dis¬ 
appeared, leaving a typed will and a 
note, in which, she said: “He talked 
about how he wanted us to forget him 
and find happiness”. 

After a frantic five-day search in 
which the Thames Valley Police ap¬ 
peal was shared by YouTube fans 
across the UK and America, Mr Stand¬ 
ing was found hanged from a tree in 
woods off Shutford Road next to his 
laptop. 

It emerged that he had been secretly 
dealing with spiralling debts, with 10 
different credit cards from seven dif¬ 
ferent companies and £13,000 owed to 
Barclays alone. 

Mrs Standing said: “We were 
amazed at how much he had managed 
to borrow 

“If he had spoken to someone it 
would have helped. 

“He was so good with the family and 
with the boys, very gentle and very 
patient. But we had been concerned. 

“The number of young men who do 
this is rising. It seems to be a reflec¬ 
tion of modern society and we need to 
do something.”

Shopping centre 
extension plans 
to be submitted 

THE long-awaited proposed extension to 
Banbury's Castle Quay shopping centre has 
been unveiled and a full planning 
application will be submitted soon. 

Owner Aberdeen Asset Management has 
announced that plans for 'CQ2' will be in the 
hands of Cherwell District Council by the 
end of January. 

It brings to an end a lengthy period of 
speculation around the project after plans to 
develop around the Oxford Canal were first 
unveiled to the public in 2013. 

Fund manager Cameron Murray said: 
"Over recent years it's become clear that 
shoppers are increasingly favouring 
locations which offer a combination of 
shops and leisure outlets such as 
restaurants, bars and entertainment. 

"We've spent the past four years working 
on CQ2 with this in mind, developing a 
dynamic environment that appeals to the 
modern shopper, offers a wide range of 
entertainment options and encourages 
more people to come to Banbury." 

If approved, the site will boast a 1,300-seat 
eight-screen cinema, six new restaurants 
and a cafe as well as a 117-room business 
hotel and just one new shop, a food retailer. 

A series of what the firm calls 'high-profile' 
businesses are in the final stages of signing 
their tenancy agreements and will be 
formally announced next month. 

Opening hours will also be extended, with 
the centre set to remain open until after 
midnight to allow cinema-goers to walk 
through Castle Quay on their way home. 

Mr Murray added: "We're thrilled that our 
plans are finally coming to fruition." 

The CQ2 team said it hoped for the 'full 
approval' of the district council by the end of 
the spring, with a view to the development 
being fully open by Christmas 2018. 


Super council plan ‘not 
based on accurate data’

District chief talks of the 
‘dangers’ of county’s bid 
to merge six authorities

A SUPER council could re¬ 
place the county’s six big¬ 
gest local authorities and 
save £400,000 a week, it was 
claimed last week. 

The merger would reduce costs 
by £100m over five years and 
make services better and sim¬ 
pler, Oxfordshire County Coun¬ 
cil says. 

But the leader of Cherwell Dis¬ 
trict Council, Barry Wood, said 
the plans were not based on ac¬ 
curate information. 

Publishing its detailed plans 
for the first time, the county 
council has asked people for 
their views before it submits a 
case to the Government. 

Bosses claim money being 
‘wasted’ on having six councils 
could pay for 5,700 potholes to 
be filled a week, or almost 20,000 
hours of home care. And they 
said the new council would have 
the option of reversing contro¬ 
versial cuts made to services 
like children’s centres and day¬ 
time centres. 

But it would mean abolishing 
the county council, Oxford City 
Council, West Oxfordshire Dis¬ 
trict Council, Cherwell District 
Council, South Oxfordshire Dis¬ 
trict Council and Vale of White 
Horse District Council - and up 
to 180 councillors and 400 staff 
losing their jobs. 

Speaking about the propos¬ 
als, published last Thursday, Mr 
Wood said: “The proposals put 


forward by Oxfordshire County 
Council are based upon sweep¬ 
ing and inaccurate information 
which already demonstrates the 
dangers of trying to apply one 
basic model across a varied de¬ 
mographic area. 

“The county council makes 
reference to reducing services in 
order to make savings; at Cher¬ 
well we have protected all of our 
frontline services by adopting 
joint working and identifying 
opportunities for income gen¬ 
eration through commercialisa¬ 
tion. Unlike the county council, 
we have not increased our share 
of council tax for seven years 
and still no services have been 
cut here.” 

Announcing the proposal, 
county council Conservative 
leader Ian Hudspeth described 
the opportunity as being ‘once 
in a generation’. He said: “We 
should be spending our money 
on improving services, not run¬ 
ning councils. 

“This is a once in a generation 
chance to improve local govern¬ 
ment in Oxfordshire and deliver 
better services for residents. 

“What we have here are draft 
proposals and we want to work 
with all our partners - that is 
residents, businesses and coun¬ 
cils - to find out their views.” 

The new council would take 
over responsibilities for ser¬ 
vices currently split between 
district and county level, includ¬ 
ing rubbish collection, roads, 
council housing, planning, lei¬ 
sure centres and social care. It 
would have between 100 and 125 
councillors representing people 
across the county - down from 
282 across all the authorities 
now - and those from the city 
and four rural districts would be 
grouped into ‘area boards’. 


The proposals say the boards 
would have powers to raise 
their own local precept on top 
of council tax, as well as control 
over most planning applications 
- with the exception of develop¬ 
ments of 200 homes or more. 

Cost savings would come from 
the lower number of council¬ 
lors, reducing office space, cut¬ 
ting senior management posts, 
and combining back-office sys¬ 
tems and district services. 

Mr Hudspeth said the merger 
would help protect services 
from further government fund¬ 
ing cuts. And he added: “Ending 
the inefficiency of running six 
councils would save £100m over 
the first five years.” 

He was backed by the leaders 
of rival county council political 
groups Labour and the Liberal 
Democrats, who said a single 
council would be able to run ser¬ 
vices in a more ‘joined-up’ way 

According to the county coun¬ 
cil, the super-council bid is 
“separate” to plans for an elect¬ 
ed mayor and devolution deal 
in Oxfordshire. But it argues a 
mayor could lead the new coun¬ 
cil if the post was a key condi¬ 
tion for major funding from the 
Government. 

The bid for a single, unitary 
authority comes after two sepa¬ 
rate reports commissioned by 
Oxfordshire’s councils - cost¬ 
ing taxpayers £200,000 in total - 
found the change could save tens 
of millions of pounds. 

A similar bid has been submit¬ 
ted in Buckinghamshire and of¬ 
ficials are watching closely, with 
some seeing it as a test case. 

The council has asked for peo¬ 
ple to give their views before a 
meeting on March 14.

Drink-driver victim’s family 
back campaign for tougher 
sentences to be handed out

A WOMAN whose mother was 
killed by a drink-driver has 
backed a campaign for tougher 
sentences. 

Katie Major said her family were 
left stunned after the man who 
killed their mother Claire Caldwell 
was jailed for five years and banned 
from driving for the same amount 
of time. 

She said: “I don’t think it’s enough 
justice for someone who took my 
mum’s life. I think the rule should 
be, ‘You take a life - you get life’. 

“Only that will make people re¬ 
ally think about drink-driving and 
make an example of drivers that do 
it.” 

The 26-year-old has joined the 
Drive for Justice launched by the 
Banbury Cake’s sister paper the 
Oxford Mail for killer drivers to 
face the same sentence as any other 
killer - possible life imprisonment. 

And there is just a week left to tell 
the Ministry of Justice what you 
think. 

Mrs Caldwell, 43, was being driv¬ 
en in her own car by 28-year-old Da¬ 
vid Farnell when he smashed it into 
a tree on a country lane in Sutton 
Courtenay in July 2015. 

The woman, who lived in Fyfield 
Wick, near Southmoor, was de¬ 
clared dead at the scene, while Far¬ 
nell, of Stone Court, Banbury, was 
cut out of the wreckage and saved. 

He admitted causing death by 
careless driving while drunk and 
causing death while driving with¬ 
out insurance and was sentenced in 
March 2016. 

Miss Major, who now lives in 
Maidenhead with her partner 
James Mills, said: “He killed some¬ 
one: he took the life of someone who 
was held dear by their family. 

“He also got a driving ban for five 
years which means he’ll be able to 
go back on the road: David Farnell 
should never be allowed to go back 
on the road.” 

The family are originally from 
Wantage, and Miss Major and her 



four brothers and sisters all went to 
King Alfred’s School in the town. 

They moved to the caravan site in 
Fyfield Wick in 2012 - Mrs Caldwell, 
her husband Thomas and their five 
children. 

Mrs Caldwell then got to know 
fairground worker David Farnell 
and the court was told she was like 
a “mother figure” to him. 

On the day she died, Farnell told 
Oxford Crown Court they went out 
to lunch, then he drove her home in 
her Mitsubishi L200. Blood tests lat¬ 
er revealed he had 136mg of alcohol 
in 100ml of blood: more than 50 per 
cent above the legal limit of 80mg. 

Miss Major said: “We’re never go¬ 
ing to get our mum back but tough¬ 


er sentences would reduce the risk 
of other families like mine going 
through the heartache we are going 
through.” 

She was speaking out a month 
after the Oxford Mail launched its 
Drive for Justice campaign call¬ 
ing for tougher sentences for killer 
drivers. 

The Ministry of Justice is run¬ 
ning a consultation on whether 
sentencing for death by dangerous 
driving or when under the influ¬ 
ence of drink and drugs should be 
brought in line with manslaughter, 
increasing the maximum sentence 
from 14 years to life. 

Five of Oxfordshire’s six MPs (ex¬ 
cluding Henley MP John Howell) 


have backed our campaign, as have 
three local families who lost loved 
ones in avoidable accidents. 

Malcolm Ruecroft, whose brother 
Graham was mown down by drunk 
Maria Sutton as he cycled home in 
Cholsey, said it was “baffling” that 
a crime which was essentially man¬ 
slaughter was not treated as such. 

Sutton, who admitted causing 
death by careless driving while 
drunk, was jailed for four years and 
three months. 

Mr Ruecroft urged people to re¬ 
spond to the MoJ consultation with 
their views. He said: “It’s not fair: 
the sentence has to fit the crime. If 
Maria Sutton had stopped her car, 
got out and hit my brother with a

baseball bat and killed him, she 
would have been convicted of man¬ 
slaughter, but instead she got four 
years.” 

Paul and Maureen Baker, from 
Witney, lost their 14-year-old daught¬ 
er Liberty in 2014. Robert Blackwell, 
who was 19 at the time, admitted 
causing death by dangerous driving 
and was jailed for four years. 

Nicci Saunders lost her firefighter 
partner Joe Wilkins in 2012, and 
Paul Brown was later sentenced to 
240 hours’ unpaid work and banned 
from driving for 12 months after ad¬ 
mitting causing death by careless 
driving. 

Ms Saunders said dangerous and 
drunk drivers should face the same 
life sentences as victims’ families. 

A Ministry of Justice spokesman 
said: “We are determined to make 
sure those who kill while driving 
under the influence of alcohol or 
drugs face the full force of the law. 

“That is why we are consulting on 
plans that will see the maximum 
sentence in this area increase from 
14 years to life.” 

New, tougher rules could also 
apply to drivers who cause death 
while using a mobile phone. 

New figures released by the Na¬ 
tional Police Chiefs Council reveal 
that a nationwide operation in No¬ 
vember caught 8,000 mobile phone 
offences behind the wheel in just 
one week.

But children’s centre 
campaigner has mixed 
feelings over new move

A CHILDREN’S centre cam¬ 
paigner said the Govern¬ 
ment was “giving with one 
hand and taking with the 
other” as it gets set to roll 
out more free childcare. 

Early years minister Caroline 
Dinenage visited two nurseries 
in Oxford on Thursday. 

She dropped in at the Co-oper¬ 
ative Nursery in Rose Hill and 
the new Old Station Nursery 
at Oxford Science Park to meet 
staff and pupils. 

From September, working par¬ 
ents of three-year-olds and four- 
year-olds can get 30 hours free 
childcare, double the amount 
currently available. 

It comes after the Government 
announced a record £6bn spend 
on childcare by 2020, including 
an additional £lbn on the free 
hours. 

About 390,000 working fami¬ 
lies will be eligible for 30 hours’ 
free childcare from September. 

In most cases, their children 
are already in existing childcare 
places, which will become free. 

Ms Dinenage said: “Early edu¬ 
cation is such an important part 


of making sure all young people 
are given the tools to achieve 
their full potential. 

“That’s why we are support¬ 
ing working parents of three 
and four year olds by doubling 
our free childcare offer from 15 
hours per week to 30, backed by 
our record investment of £6bn 
per year by 2020. 

“For women up and down the 
country the cost of childcare is 
one of the biggest obstacles to 
returning to the market place.” 

Mother-of-two Jill Huish, 34, 
from Banbury, gave a mixed re¬ 
sponse to the news and said it 
would help her to return to work 
as a chef. 

Ms Huish has been campaign¬ 
ing to save children’s centres 
across the county but 31 out of 
44 face the axe due to county 
council funding cuts. 

She said: “This is a welcome 
investment and will help mums 
return to work but it does smack 
of hypocrisy because the Gov¬ 
ernment removed the ring-fenc¬ 
ing for children’s centre funding 
- it’s giving with one hand and 
taking with the other. 

“If the Conservatives want to 
invest so much in childcare then 
why not look again at the fund¬ 
ing for children’s centres? 

“This financial support will 
lead to an increase in demand 
for nursery places - the take-up 
will be greater.” 

Ms Dinenage added decisions 
on how children’s centres were 


funded had been “devolved” to 
the county council. 

She added: “I am very keen on 
children’s centres and I know 
the Government is keen on chil¬ 
dren’s centres. 

“We put the decision about 
how they operate into local ar¬ 
eas. We made it clear that the de¬ 
cision about children’s centres 
should not be to the detriment 
of children and families. 

“There is no point in having 
a lot of buildings if they do not 
have the services in them.” 

Referring to the 30 hours’ 
childcare offer being rolled out 
in September, she added: “Mak¬ 
ing sure our children learn, de¬ 
velop and flourish at this criti¬ 
cal time in their lives is vital 
- I’m privileged to be meeting 
so many dedicated early years 
staff who show such passion for 
their job around the country. 

“The 15 hours a week offer has 
already made a massive differ¬ 
ence to families.” 

Mum-of-one Irene Blasco, 33, 
from Cowley, a marketing man¬ 
ager whose son Hugo, seven 
months, is starting at the Co-op¬ 
erative Nursery next week, said: 
“Any help with childcare fund¬ 
ing can make a big difference to 
families.” 

Teresa Palagano, area man¬ 
ager for The Co-operative Child 
Care in Oxfordshire, said: “This 
new scheme will help mums get 
back to work.”

Splitting consultation complicates issue

A NEWLY-FORMED steering group 
aiming to restore and revive The 
Grand Theatre in Banbury has 
issued a call to arms for experts to 
help out. 

Proposals to demolish all but the 
front of the historic Broad Street 
venue and turn it into flats and shops 
emerged in December and sparked 
a campaign to save it. 

Residents have now formed a 
fledgling steering group with the 
intention of restoring the building to 
its former glory as a living legacy. 

In a mission statement, the group 
said it wants to rejuvenate The 
Grand and make it once again ‘a 
professionally-run theatre, cinema 
and performing arts space’. 

Members of the steering group 
include Cherida Plumb, head of 
development at the Earth Trust in 
Little Wittenham, local dance school 
owner Kerry Jay, former Banbury 
Civic Society chairman Rob Kinchin- 
Smith and John Haywood, the 
chairman of the North Oxfordshire 
Green Party. 

People with expertise in a number 
of areas including architecture and 
design, arts programming, cinema, 
IT, building surveying and 
maintenance, fundraising and HR 
are sought to help get the project 
moving, as well as members of the 
public with an interest in bringing 
The Grand back to life.

F OR many of us, the biggest 
local issue is the future of the 
Horton General Hospital. 

I think it is important that, 
whatever else is done in the name of 
improvement, we keep Accident & 
Emergency, maternity and paediatric 
services in Banbury. 

The distance and traffic means that 
it is just too far to get to the John 
Radcliffe for these acute services. 

Even for those in Bicester, it can be 
quite a journey to the JR. 

As you may have heard in the press, 
last week the Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group launched a 
consultation on Phase One of its 
Transformation Programme. 

I was extremely disappointed that 
they decided to proceed, particularly 
as I have made it very clear that I do 
not support splitting the consultation 
into two parts. 

The consultation is really hard to 
understand. 

I think it is important that, with our 
growing population, and with older 
people living longer after retirement, 
sometimes with complex health 
needs, that we start to plan for the 
future. 

It is very difficult for us to express 
our views unless we know the bigger 
picture. 

For example, we simply cannot 
judge whether the suggested changes 
to acute stroke care in the Horton 


are good news when we have no 
idea what role Bicester Community 
Hospital (where people may be 
rehabilitated after a stroke) will have 
in the future. 

Similarly, moving dialysis and 
chemotherapy services to the 
Horton - as suggested in Phase 
One - may well be good news, but 
not if it jeopardises our A&E and 
paediatric services on which we will 
be consulted in Phase Two. 

Obstetric maternity services will be 
consulted on in Phase One, however 
further consultation on the future of 
Midwife Led Units (MLUs), including 


whether we can maintain a unit both 
in Banbury and Chipping Norton, will 
make up part of Phase Two. 

In my view, this complicates the 
issues we face regarding maternity 
services in the north of the county. 

Having said this, it is very important 
that we join in with the consultation 
and make our views clear. 

I have set up a dedicated page on 
my website www.victoriaprentis. 
com where there will be a list of 
Frequently Asked Questions to 
answer any queries people may have 
about the changes put forward. 

The CCG will be holding two 


public events in Banbury today and 
on March 16, and one meeting in 
Bicester on February 21.

Crime figures increase as more people come forward 


REPORTED crime is on the rise across 
Oxfordshire, with the number of sex offences 
increasing by almost 200 per cent in the past four 
years. 

In total, 509 sex crimes were recorded in 
September last year, compared to 172 in 
September 2012. 

Figures released by the Office for National 
Statistics yesterday show the overall number of 
calls to police in the county hasrisen by about 
four per cent from September 2015 to the same 
month last year. 


In Oxford, incidents of violent crimes with injury 
dealt with by Thames Valley Police have 
increased by 46 per cent over the past four years, 
along with a 196 per cent increase in reports of 
sex offences and a 14 per cent increase in 
shoplifting. 

But domestic burglary fell by 41 per cent and 
criminal damage and arson offences fell by 7.8 
per cent. 

The upsurge in sex crimes was put down to 
more victims coming forward to the police. 

Thames Valley Police and Crime Commissioner 


Anthony Stansfeld said the general increase was 
due to better recording. 

Marilyn Hawes, founder and CEO of Enough 
Abuse UK, said it was important for the 
Government to invest more cash into Thames 
Valley Police to make sure the extra caseload 
could be handled and ‘thoroughly’ investigated. 

A Thames Valley Police spokesman said: 
“Tackling violent crime, domestic burglary and 
safeguarding vulnerable adults, children and 
young people particularly in relation to sexual 
offences, all remain a priority for the force.”

AN INTREPID business¬ 
woman is preparing to 
take on the challenge of 
a lifetime in aid of young 
people on the streets of 
Banbury.

Hospital IT supplier targeted in cyber attack 


A COMPANY supplying IT 
services to county hospitals 
was hit by a cyber attack, it 
emerged last week. 

The attack last Tuesday did 
not affect patient information, 
bosses stressed. 

It came after warnings last 
year by Police and Crime 
Commissioner Anthony 
Stansfeld, pictured, that 
tackling cybercrime and fraud 
in the Thames Valley needed 
to become a priority. 



A statement from Peter 
Knight, chief information and 
digital officer at Oxford 
University Hospitals Trust said: 


"One of Oxford University 
Hospital's IT suppliers was 
targeted in a cyber attack. 
Upon detection, security was 
restored. 

"No patient information was 
involved or compromised." 

The trust runs the John 
Radcliffe and Churchill 
hospitals in Headington, as 
well as Horton General in 
Banbury. 

Mr Stansfeld called for the 
Government to fund a national 


body to tackle cybercrime. 

More than 8,600 fraud 
offences were recorded in the 
Thames Valley area between 
October 2015 and September 
last year - the highest in the 
south-east. 

Britain's most senior police 
officer. Sir Bernard Hogan- 
Howe, has also said the 
'warning lights are flashing' 
over crime as the data laid bare 
the the scale of fraud and 
cyber crime across the country.

The Nix by Nathan Hill is

At its heart, the hotly-tipped 
debut from Nathan Hill is the 
story of an estranged mother and 
son. Small-town English professor 
Samuel hasn't seen his mother, 
the irritatingly-monikered Faye 
Andresen-Anderson, since her 
meticulously-planned walk-out 
on the family when he was 11. 

Fast forward 20 years and Samuel 
is now an English professor at a 
small-town university. He spends his 
days obsessing about his childhood 
sweetheart, playing online video 
games and, in short, doing 
anything he can to avoid writing a 
single word of the novel he earned 
a megabucks advance for 10 years 
previously. But when his now 
left-wing radical mother is caught 
up in a scandal involving throwing 
rocks at a leading political figure, 
her lawyer begs Samuel to attest 


to her character. As luck would 
have it, this request coincides with 
his publisher's threatening to sue 
if he doesn't produce the novel. 

The temptation to investigate his 
mother's story and turn it into 
a book proves irresistible. This is 
an astonishingly ambitious novel, 
taking in everything from the 1968

Land Rover Discovery revitalised 



Models Covered 

5dr Family 4x4 (3.0-litre SDV6 diesel

Introduction 

There’s nothing quite like a Land 
Rover Discovery and a 2014 model 
year package of final improvements 
for the fourth generation version 
cemented its position as the most 
practical and capable choice in the 
large SUV sector. These updates 
added extra high-tech equipment, a 
whole raft of subtle cosmetic updates 
and a greater emphasis on improved 
efficiency and lower emissions. The 
result was an even more compelling 
multi-purpose proposition that 
makes eminent sense as a used mar¬ 
ket buy in this segment. 

The History 

Without the Discovery model, it’s 
doubtful whether the Land Rover 
brand would even exist today. 
Launched back in 1989, the original 
version merely bolted more spacious 
bodywork onto an aging Range Rover 
chassis but the sales it generated 
were enough to save the company. 
They also financed a more sophisti¬ 
cated five cylinder air suspended 
model in 1998 at the same time as the 
company’s engineers were busily 
beavering away at something much 
better, the design that ultimately 
became the improved fourth genera¬ 


tion version we’re looking at here. 

This car traces its parentage back 
to the third generation Discovery3 of 
2004, a design vastly superior to any¬ 
thing that had gone before. Until that 
point, family SUVs had either been 
very good off road or very good on it. 
Thanks to its double chassis and air 
suspended ‘Integrated Body Frame’ 
technology, this car could be both 
and customers loved it. Sadly, there 
was less sophistication beneath the 
bonnet and in terms of the variants 
on offer, customers ended up having 
to choose between thirsty or slow. 

Hence the need for the fourth gen¬ 
eration Discovery4 model we first 
saw in 2009. That car at last had a 
properly performing diesel engine - 
a 3.0-litre TDV6 unit, quickly further 
refined and re-badged as an ‘SDV6’ 
powerplant. But its heavy underpin¬ 
nings put it at a disadvantage to 
more modern German rivals. Some 
of these Land Rover was able to take 
on with the second generation Range 
Rover Sport model launched in mid- 
2013, but lower-order Mercedes, 
BMW and Audi SUVs all still needed 
a competitive Discovery model to 
keep them honest: this final version 
of the fourth generation design pro¬ 
vided just that. Launched in the 
Autumn of 2013, it was now known 
merely as the ‘Discovery’ and offered 
buyers greater efficiency, higher- 


tech equipment and slightly smarter 
looks. It sold until an all-new fifth 
generation Discovery model was 
launched early in 2017. 

What To Look For 

The Discovery used to have a dis¬ 
tinctly second rate reliability record, 
but throughout its life, the Disco 4 
improved things by leaps and bounds 
and by the time of this post-2014-era 
model’s introduction, most faults 
had been pretty effectively ironed 
out. Check if a tow bar has been fit¬ 
ted and also check the tyres for odd 
wear patterns. Although the 
Discovery is very capable off road, 
there are limits to its ground clear¬ 
ance, so inspect the underside for 
signs of damage to the suspension, 
exhaust and front valance. The diesel 
engine is a tough unit and if you’re 
test driving the car on a cold day, 
don’t be worried if the Stop/Start 
system fails to kick in. The engine is 
programmed to keep running at tem¬ 
peratures below three degrees 
Celsius. 

Our ownership survey revealed a 
mostly very satisfied band of cus¬ 
tomers though inevitably, there were 
a few issues. One owner had had 
problems with the instrument dis¬ 
play putting up erroneous requests 
for service appointments and an 
incorrect ‘diesel particulate filter 


full’ warning. Another had had a 
solenoid fault, while one buyer 
encountered a problem with an inlet 
valve n the turbo sticking open. 

Don’t believe misleading reports sug¬ 
gesting that things like brake discs, 
brake pads and wiper blades wear 
quickly: they’re actually pretty dura¬ 
ble. 

On The Road 

There’s still something very special 
about a place behind the wheel of a 
Discovery, the characteristically 
high driving position giving you a 
great view out over the vast square 
bonnet. In contrast to more car-like 
rivals, it’s not a cockpit-like experi¬ 
ence with all the controls angled 
towards you as they would be in, say 
a Range Rover Sport. No, this is dif¬ 
ferent - a place of command: a place 
to do business with the elements, be 
they the snake-infested swamps of 
the rainy season in the Serengeti or 
the snarled-up traffic of a wet windy 
morning on the school run. 

View the car from this perspective 
and you’re less likely to wonder why 
you can’t throw it about with aban¬ 
don and more likely to simply settle 
back and enjoy the class-less way it 
cruises through the urban landscape. 
It’s around 500kgs heavier than its 
most obvious German rivals thanks 
to the ‘Integrated Body Frame’ dou¬ 


ble chassis underpinnings - which is 
an awful lot more bulk to carry 
around. Having said that, the stand¬ 
ard air suspension still manages the 
car’s mass and height with impres¬ 
sive precision. Yes it wallows a little 
through the corners if you’re really 
pushing on and ultimately, the limit¬ 
ing factor is grip but it’s fine for its 
intended market without ever feeling 
sporty enough to impinge on Range 
Rover territory. 

Overall 

There’s a clever, classless feel about 
it that nothing else from this period 
can quite replicate. Other rival SUVs 
claim to be tough but at the wheel, 
you’re always a little hesitant to see 
them prove that. A Discovery’s dif¬ 
ferent, with a sheer depth of capabil¬ 
ity that’s constantly tempting you 
into finding reasons to test it - to 
enjoy what it can do. Potholed tracks 
no longer need to tackled at a snail’s 
pace, the softest roadside verges 
become viable turning opportunities 
and any muddy bank cries out to be 
driven down and up again, just for 
the heck of it. In contrast, some 
other sportier large SUVs can feel, 
well, rather silly. But then, this is a 
different way to go in this segment. A 
uniquely capable car of its kind and 
a British success story that we 
should be proud of.
